EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The 
amendment filed on February 3, 2004, has obviated all of the deficiencies noted in the 
prior Office action. With respect to the previously applied prior art rejections, the 
amendments to the claims and the explanations on pages 7-10 of the amendment serve 
to clarify the distinctions between the claimed process and those of Harada (U.S. Patent 
5^594^746) and Mizuuchi et al (U.S. Patent 6,002,515). The Examiner agrees with the 
analysis offered by applicant on pages 7-10 of the amendment and, for those reasons, 
deems claims 2-9 to be allowable over all prior art of record.
